for all pending bills to regulate the 
lobby.

tation or importunity, and prohibits 
either within the walls of the capitoi 
by any person or corporation, and 
imposes punishment of seven years 
in tlie iTcnitentiary or by fines rang­ 
ing from $i,ooo 
to 
$10,000. 
No 
persons 
may 
appear 
before any 
committee without being requested 
by the committee. 
Fines are to be 
imposed upon corporations for em ­ 
ploying lobbyists.
